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News In Brief 


Penn Central Loss Down For August 


PHILADELPHIA (UP!) — Trustees of the bankrupt 
Penn Central Transportation Co. Monday reported a net 
loss of $7,962,434 for August, 1974-a decrease of $10,171,550 
from the net loss in August, 1973 The trustees, Robert W. 
Blanchette, Richard C Bond and John H. McArthur, said 
the improvement resulted from an increase of $34 2 
million in freight revenues due mostly to a 24.7 per cent 
'Cumulative rise in freight rales since August, 1973.. The 
reported net loss for the first eight months of this year was 
$118,199,661, or 15.6 per cent below the net loss during the 
same period a year ago. So far this year, the railroad has 
a net operating loss of $48 7 million, compared with a loss 
of $77.7 million for the first eight months of 1973, the 
trustees said. 


Life Sentence Upheld By High Court 


INDIANAPOLIS IU PIi — The Indiana Supreme 
Court Monday upheld the life sentence imposed against 
David Earl Dragon in Huntington Circuit court for 
kidnaping and rape. Dragon had appealed to the state's 
highest court on grounds he was insane and cited, the 
testimony of one psychiatrist who had testified that the 
defendant “knew what the code of society was. . .but the 
forces within were such that he was unable to 
conform. . 
The Supreme Court upheld the conviction 
and pointed out that five other medical witnesses also 
testified on the insanity issue and three of them said he 
was legally sane. 


Canadians Have Indian Trouble, Too 


OTTAWA (UPI) - Militant Indians, forced off 
Parliament Hill Monday by riot equipped police and 
soldiers with fixed bayonets, moved into a century-old 
federal building today and declared; it their embassy. 
Three Royal Canadian Mounted Policemen were hurt 
slightly when they clashed with 300 Indians during the 
demonstration on the first day of Parliament It was not 
known how many protestors were injured. Eighteen 
persons were arrested, but four were released later. 
Seven have been charged with obstructing and assaulting 
police, four were charged with obstruction and three with 
assault. 


Belly Ford To Have Additional Therapy 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Doctors are optimistic Betty 
Ford will recover, but microscopic traces of the First 
.Lady’s breast cancer were found in lymph nodes removed, 
from under her armpit, and she must have additional 
therapy. President Ford radiated relief Monday after a 
14-hour visit with his wife at Bethesda Naval Hospital. 
“She was feeling much better,” he said “There was a 
great improvement. She gave me a hard time about a 
couple of things, so she must be feeling better.” Ford 
called a medical report on her condition “optimistic as far 
as I’m concerned,” but said, “ there are also some 
questions raised." 


Kennedy Says Amnesty Terms Too Tough 


BOSTON (UPI) — Sen. Edward M Kennedy said 
Monday he' opposes President, Ford’s amnesty plan for 
draft dodgers and deserters, arguing that they “have 
suffered enough.” "No further penalty should be exacted 
from the young men who refused to be part of the Vietnam 
war policy for deep personal reasons of conscience',” he 
said in his keynote address to the National Conference of 
Catholic Charities. Weaving his prepared remarks around 
the conference theme of “ renewal and reconciliation,,"’ the 
Massachusetts Democrat sought to show how presidents 
from Washington to Lincoln to his slain brother John F. 
Kennedy had set precedents for an amnesty policy more 
liberal than Ford’s. “ President Ford deserves our support 
for having taken a courageous first step in breaking with 
his predecessor and beginning a* program of amnesty,” 
Kennedy said 


Ford Calls For Solutions To Inflation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — President Ford attacked 
inflation in general terms Monday and urged internation­ 
al cooperation in trade, monetary policy and other 
economic means 
Then he promised that Treasury 
.Secretary William Simon would provide the specifics. 
Simon was to address today’s session of the international 
bankers and money managers leading the World Bank 
and the International Monetary Fund Ford gave the 
traditional address opening the meeting Monday. "We 
want solutions which serve broad interests rather than 
narrow self-serving ones," the President said “We want 
more cooperation, not more isolation. We want trade, not 
protectionism. “We want price stability, not inflation. We 
want growth, not stagnation. We want a better life for 
ourselves and our children.” 


Report On Corn And Soybean Crop 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. (UPI) - Indiana crop 
experts said Monday that half the corn crop was mature 
and safe from frost by the end of last week. The weekly 
crop report by Earl L. Park, agricultural statistician for 
Purdue University and the Agriculture Department, 
contained that information just as weather forecasters 
were issuing frost warning for Monday night. "Half the 
corn crop is now mature and safe from frost," the report 
said. “This is far short of the 70 per cent mature for both 
last year and average and lags both periods by about a 
week. 


Daylight Time Suspended Four Months

time-set up for last winter’s energy shortage-and return 
the country to standard time during the “dark” months, 
November through February. President Ford is expected 
to sign the measure, and the nation would set its clocks 
back an hour on Oct. 27. 1974 Daylight saving time would 
return Feb., 23, 1975. Year-round daylight saving time 
resulted in a flood of complaints to Congress last winter 
from parents who said their children were endangered by 
having to go to school in the dark

An America that grows its own enemies at home will 
hardly be able to fend off enemies from abroad; and out 
frantic efforts to buy friendship among our enemies are 
symptoms of this fundamental contradiction in our 
national fabric. If we had no foreign enemies,, we could 
create an adequate supply on our own, and we have.

The HOOSIER DAY

When public officials fail or 
refuse to perform official duties, 
little can be done until election 
day. 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak found his hands tied in 
attempting to collect 
money 
owed to the state. Hindered by 
an amendment to the crimianal 
code1, slipped through the .1973 
legislature, he turned to the 
press for public pressure to do 
the job. 
In cases where individuals 
owe the state such as delinquent 
sales or with-holding taxes, the 
Attorney General has con­ 
current jurisdiction with the 
prosecutor of the county where 
the event 'occurred. In 1973, the 
concurrent jurisdiction was left 
intact, but the criminal code 
was amended to require written 
perm ission from 
the 
local 
prosecutor before the Attorney 
General could step into the case. 
The Indiana Department of 
Revenue turned 58 cases in­ 
volving more than. $582,000 owed 
in state taxes over to the State 
Police for investigation. Sgt. 
Otis Baker was assigned full 
time to develop evidence based 
upon sworn testimony in the 
cases covering some 23 coun­ 
ties. Eleven were processed and 
sent to local prosecutors for 
action. 
Five 
cases 
involved 
Lake 
County defendents, and were 
turned over to the Grand Jury. 
One “no bill” was returned, two 
indictments handed down, and

two more cases are pending 
The prosecutor of Madison 
county 
obtained 
two 
in­ 
dictm ents on cases on his 
jurisdiction,

County promptly handled their 
one. A Henry County case was 
recently turned over to the local 
prosecutor, and it is too early 
for a report. 
Sendak struck out at the lack 
of action by two prosecutors. 
One case involving some $6,000 
in delinquent sales and cor­ 
porate income taxes was sent to 
the 
Tippecanoe 
County 
Prosecutor, David Crouse, on 
April 10th. He is still “working 
on the case.” some five and one- 
half months later. 
A case involving about $22,000 
in sales and with-holding taxes 
was sent to John P. Daley, of 
LaPorte County on May 20, with 
no action. Sales tax is a trust 
fund collected for the state. 
Failure to remit collected state 
taxes is considered very serious 
by the legislature, with, felony 
penalties ranging up to $5,000 
fine and 1 to 10 years in prison. 
He said repeated telephone calls 
from his office, Donald Clark, 
state Commissioner of Revenue, 
and even the State Prosecutor’s 
Association had not produced 
action. 
Sendak 
said: 
“ I 
have

On a broad scale, the YW will 
continue

inequalities. 
Its 
board 
first 
acted in 1946 to desegregate 
facilities and services, but Mrs. 
Wright recalled that integration 
wasn’t all that quick to follow 
in practicality. 
“ I remember the girl who 
told us, ‘I don’t wrant to fight 
the race question in my leisure 
time.” ’ 
But by 1970, she said, the 
YWCA realized that change of 
charter w asn’t enough, 
that 
programs 
both 
locally 
and 
nationally 
would 
have 
to 
enforce the real desegregation. 
“ I don’t think many of us 
realize how deeply ingrained in 
our society is the pattern of 
race segregation,” she said. 
Mrs. 
Wright, 
a 
native of 
Harrisburg, Pa., is the wife of 
the pastor of Christ Memorial 
Church 
Baptist, 
St. 
Albans, 
N.Y. She holds masters degrees 
from the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania and the University of 
Pittsburgh’s graduate school of 
social work. She also has done 
graduate study at Columhia 
University. 
She has been active with the 
YW most of her adult life and 
moves up to executive director 
from the deputy directorship, 
succeeding Edith M 
Lerrigo, 
who retired. 
“ I gave the matter a great 
deal of thought,” she said of 
her setting a first. “ I knew 
there 
were 
a 
lot 
of 
other 
capable people and I asked 
myself, ‘Is this the time for a 
black woman in the job?’ 
“ But there was already a 
precedent. The YW had had a 
black woman as president.”

Wonderful Cheese 
An old saying declares “there 
is a cheese for every taste and 
every pocketbook ’’ I have to 
agree, for cheese has been a 
favorite food for thousands of 
years. Its history goes back to 
even before the time of Homer. 
C aesar's 
banquet 
tables 
featured cheese and cheese was 
an essential part of the rations 
of the Roman armies. 
Armies 
today rely on cheese as an 
important part of their rations 
The discovery of cheese goes 
back to several thousand years 
before Christ 
An 
Arabian 
traveler, it is said, put milk into 
a pouch made of a sheep’s 
stomach. During his journey the 
combined action of the sun’s 
heat 
and 
enzym es 
in 
the 
stomach 
lining 
changed 
the 
milk into cheese 
Many V arieties 
Since that tim e countless 
varieties of cheese have been 
produced, ranging in texture 
from soft to hard and in flavor 
from mild to pungent and sharp. 
Cheese, of course, is merely a 
delightful form in which we can 
preserve 
the 
energy 
and 
nutrition of milk. 
ft was a 
“ natural” in ancient times and 
even more in modern times 
before refrigeration. 
Cheese 
probably has saved lives over 
and over again down through 
the centuries 
Cheese possesses a wide 
variety of the nutrients we need 
for health. After it is digested, it 
releases its nutrients to us to 1) 
provide energy <calories). 2) 
help build, maintain and repair 
body 
tissues, and 3) 
help 
regulate body processes. 
All 
foods contribute, each in their 
own way, to such needs 
But 
cheese is really quite a basic 
food. 
May I remind you that cheese 
is also a very versatile food’’ 
You use it from appedzers to 
dessert with many stops 
tn 
between It can be used alone or 
in combination with bland foods 


that need sprucing up. Like in 
sandwiches, or baked dishes, or 
in a cream sauce to add flavor to 
vegetables.

We Owe Europe
